Until that time arrives 
the necessity for something cheaper than 
steam will still exiet. The fact that in 
many sections the presence of wind is 
almost perpetual, while the attending 
power is not harnessed, has not failed to 
attract tbe attention of philosophers, 
scientists and inventors. Yet no cheap, 
practical mid satisfactory 
method of 


storing the power furnished by wind has 
vet been invented. Tides furnish un- 
limited power, but- for limited jKriods.

Hut the 
bine qua non of commerce, and the hope 
of the world, is a machine that will fur- 
nish power without cost except that 
which would attach to the purchase of 
the machine.

The State Investment and Insur- 
ance Company has served notice of with- 
drawal, and there is dissent and dis- 
agreement among its remaining mem- 
bers.

George L. Brander, President of the 


State Investment Company, was seen by 
a Chronicle re|iorler yesterday and cor- 
roborated the rumor that his com- 
pany bad withdrawn. "Yes, sir," said 
Sir. Brander, "the statement is correct, 
and [ have given the required thirty 
davs notice of withdrawal, and at the 
end of that time the State Investment 
and InBurance Company will no longer 
he a member of the Pacific Insurance 
Union. You want to know my reason?, 
do you? Well, to speak briefly, the 
union is at war with itself. There are 
fifteen or sixteen members of the union 
who suspect that the rest of the mem- 
bers are not sticking to their agree- 
nents, and this, of course, leads to birk- 
irinaa and constant quarreling.

THE FRESNO BAR. 


What is Thong-lit of Their Action in 


tlio. Terry Cast1. 


[Fraiii ilicfc'ftii Knmciiro llBiietiii.l 


Ewroit BULLETIN: The action of the 


Frosno County bar, in adopting resolu- 
tions laudatory of the late Judge David 
S.Terry, is still the subject of much 
comment by both the press nnd the pro- 
fession. A word or two explanatory of 
that aciHjn may to proper, to avoid any 
misunderstanding.. Keputable lawyers, 
while ever zealous of their professional 
rights, are even more go of that which 
thisy conceive to be the requirements of 
a high and honorable profession, Hence, 
when a general notice was published re- 
tpicstinsj tlie bar of Fresno county to as- 
semble, for tbe purpose of adopting eulo- 
gistic resolutions, it was not surprising 
that there were some meinlwtM who 
deemed it w;.-e., under all the- circum- 
stances surrounding the case, to pass 
the occasion over iu silence. 


As, however, the majority did not co- 


incide with that view, and a committee 
was appointed to draft and report reso- 
lutions, it was only left for the minority 
to abide their time, and by a motion to 
lay the resolutions on the table, get in a 
formal expression of opinion as to the 
motives which prompted its action. The 
sentiments of the several members com- 
piling that minority wero well and 
wisely expressed by a number of law- 
yers, in clear and forcible speeches, of 
undoubted sound and cogent rearming, 
as to the propriety of tabling tlie resolu- 
tions. Meanwhile, an apparently active 
personal canvass was being made, by 
some of the members of the committee 
in behalf of the resolutions. Anticipat- 
ing, perhaps, a majority vote in favor 
thereof, Georpc K. Church, as expressive 
of the views of the minority, and that 
to that end, hy its adoption, they might 
place themselves right upon the icnord 
as lawyers, moved the adoption of the 
following: 


AViiKHKAs, The 
maintenance of the 


purity, integrity, impartiality and abso- 
lute independence of our judiciary, both 
state and national, is of paramount im- 
portance, in comparison with which all 
personal consideration,of whatever nature 
sink into absolute insignificance; now, 
therefore, 


Resolved, That we condemn in 


uost unqualified terms any attempt, 
whether by threats or personal violence 
or by actual assault, or in any other 
manner 
whatever, to intinmlate the 


llcnch or the Judges thereof, and when 
Eucli attempts are, made by an attorney, 
a sworn otliccr of the "Court, whose 
especial duty it is to maintain its honor 
nnd independence, it merits our particu- 
lar i-ondemmilioii. 


But tL'i?, as well as the motion to table 


the resolutions, was also voted down, 
and tbe report made by the committee 
then adopted. What peculiar code of 
professional ethics prompted and in- 
spired an adverse vote upon a resolution 
oi the character runted alwve we are at 
a loss to determine; neither can wo un- 
derstand how lawyers having any seiiFe 
of appreciation of the just requirements 
of professional obligations can so readily 
become the apologists for serious, JK-P 
sfcteiit and oft-related professional mis- 
conduct, alike at variance with profe.s- 
nional decency and in violation uf thn

The 
grajto-growerd of Sonoma and 


Napa counties, who have in the past con- 
lined their attention largely to wine 
grapes, aiv, no doubt, regarding with 
envious eyes tho raisin-growers of the in- 
terior valleys who are not so prosperous. 
Hut they must not forget that these bay 
and coast counties have an opportunity 
{or prosperity from the vine, which IB iu 
turn denied to the interior valleys where 
irrigation is necessary. The raising of 
table grapes for Kaatorn shipment is 
quite aa prot!table as raisin-growing. 
The prii-L's paid lor Tokay gmjK,'a will 
average $40 a ton or over. Thtee jjrapeti 
are heavv bearers. They arc a long- 
lived and hardy vine. They withstand 
the ravages of the phylloxera almost aa 
well as the n&Utaut vine. Like raisins, 
they are a product which as soon us 
packed ia rt::idy furthe consumer. Table 
grains for Kostern shipment cannot be 
successfullv grown where irrigation is j 
necessary. 
XVhero raisins aru grown [ 


to perfection table grapea are not a 
pucce=s. Hut in Napa and Sonoma coun- 
ties, where raisin-growing is not feasible, 
table gmpes grow to |ierfection. And 
wherever they can be grown nearenough 
to a railroad shipping point to reach 
without a long haul, direct transporta- 
tion to the liaH, table, grapes are a mine 
of wealth to the v'meyardist. And thin 
industry is one which should be foateied. 
It might he made iu a largo measure, to 
reimburse the producers of these conn- 
ties for tlie heavv losses they have suf- 
fered from the depression of tin; wine 
industry. If one-half of the vineyards oi 
wine grapes in these counties wero 
grafted to Muscats or Tokays, it would 
Ix* a practicable and profitable way of 
reducing the output oi wine. And those 
who have strong, healthy vineyards of 
inferior varieties of wine grapes, such as 
Ziufandcls, which it will not pay to cul- 
tivate at present price?, could better 
afford now than at any other time to 
graft them to good varieties of table 
grapes. The area whore table grapes 
can be successfully giowu for Eastern 
shipment is comparatively so small, and 
the Eastern market so immense, that it 
would sc.c.m impossible that it could ever 
be over-stocked 
with Hue California 


table grape?. 


DRIED OltM'ES. 


We print this week the remarks of Mr. 


W. P. liartlett of Liverinore, and disscus- 
sioii on thu subject oi thu methods of 
drying wine grapea, and the feasibility oi 
this method of deposing of our surplus 
wine grapes this year. 
Mr. Uarllett has 


given the matter much thought, and 
anyone who contemplates this method 
oi "disposing of his crop will lind all the 
information on the subject he will desire 
in this issue of Tbe Whistle and in the 
paper read by Mr. Bartlett at the last 
meeting of the (jrape-Growers and Wine- 
Makers' Association, published in the 
special edition oi The Whistle of August 
lid. Mr. liartlett is evidently firmly 
convinced that a market will be found 
for all grapes that will be dried at prices

Li'/ermore, Sacramento and San Joa- 
quin Valley and other sections of the 
state where the climate is sufficiently dry 
and warm to make raisins successfully, 
tiiis is no (ton I it un excellent metho:! ot 
disposing of the wine grapes, bringing a 
return for the crop and the same time 
lessening the production of wine. liut 
it is very doubtful whether in tbe cli- 
mate of Sonoma county the drying of 
grapes would be successful. 
Although 


the climate here is peculiarly adapted to 
the raising of wine and table grapes, 
raisin-making has never been found 
feasible to any extent, and it =eems 
reasonable that when; raisins cannot be 
successfully made, drying wine grapes 
will not be found praciicable. 1'or dried 
wine grapes are an inferior quality of 
raisins, nothing more nor less.—The 
Whistle..
